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SHOULD EXTEND J ACKSON STREET 
The city council Tuesday night 
rescinded 
their order for paving Jack son street north to 
Eleventh street, with the big obstacle in the plan 
being a brick house which stands in the way 
of opening the street between Third and Fourth 
streets. 


While the paving plan along this street was 
no doubt a good one, the idea to open the street 
k.oi- through traffic was still a better plan, and 
tne m atter of a house standing in the way should 
not present such a big problem. 


The council was faced with a much larger 
problem 
when 
they undertook 
to 
enclose 
Hodges Branch as a sewer ,and this was accom­ 
plished in a most 
excellent 
and 
satisfactory 
manner. 


There is no north and south street after one 
leaves Harrison street, until Sexton street. The 
portion of Sexton street, north of Third street, is 
in a terrible condition the year around, and pro­ 
vides a poor means of spanning the gap, so that 
really Arthur street is the first through street 
north. 


If Jack son street was extended through, as 
it had originally been planned, then something 
worth while would have 
been accomplished. 
There is a need for a north and south street 
at some point within that distance from Harri­ 
son street to Arthur street. 


As to paving Jack son street ,if the council 
this year only went so far as to obtain an open­ 
ing, the paving could come at some later date, 
or when the people 
demanded it. 
Surely the 
people of Rushville would not stand back upon 
spending a small 
sum of 
money to obtain a 
through street at this point, and there is no 
question but what the people living north on 
Jack son street and 
other 
points, 
would ap­ 
preciate the convenience of being able to have a 
direct route, instead of a long detour. 


WE GO OVER THE AIR 
There is little question but what people ail 
over the middlewest 
and 
other 
parts of the 
United States too, learned Wednesday night that 
Rush county has a prominent part on this earth. 
There is no way of estimating how many 
people were reached during the broadcasting of 
the Rush county program over WLW at Cin­ 
cinnati during the one hour that the local talent 
was on the air. 
After each number was rendered, the listen­ 
er heard that the program was sponsored by the 
Rush County Farm Bureau 
and the Rushville 
Chamber of Commerce of Rush County, Indiana. 
The listener also heard of the farming business 
in Rush county and the city of Rushville with its 
industries shared also in the nation-wide pub­ 
licity.

People no doubt in many states heard for 
the first 
time that there was a place 
called 
Rushville, Indiana. 
Sometime these people may 
be passing through here in machines, and at 
once will recall that they had heard of this place 
and this county over the radio. 
They will stop 
here to look around. 
The undertak ing was a great 
achievement 
for the county. 
The talent was good and the 
program well arranged. Responses on the guess­ 
ing contest show that the interest was at high 
pilch in many states, so Rush county once more 
has come to the front as a county that does 
things when they mak e up their minds to do it. 


FLOOD PREVENTION COSTS 
There can be no question of the sincerity of 
the sympathy of the people of the United States 
for their fellow citizens who suffered by reason 
of the ravages of the Mississippi floods. 
But 
there is great and serious danger of this sym­ 
pathy being dissipated if the Southern leaders 
in Congress persist in their demand that the 
federal treasury meet the full one-hundred per 
cent of the cost for the correction of this danger. 
The President and his advisors have suggested 
an allotment of costs so that eighty per cent will 
be borne by the federal government and twenty 
per cent by the local communities. 
The ratio 
certainly does not seem to impose a particular 
hardship on the territory in question. 
By dividing the costs it can be said now that 
the work will be done more effectively and more 
economically. 
Where 
the Federal Treasury 
meets the bill, there is an unfortunate and yet 
undeniable temptation to spend to the limit, and 
there is a consequent slack ening of the local de­ 
sire to control and direct. 
Where, however, it is 
divided, and the local 
communities are called 
upon to meet one-fifth of the cost, there need be 
no fear of lack of local self-appointed auditors 
and inspectors whose activities may be annoy­ 
ing at times, but whose very persistence will still 
have a salutary effect in k eeping the total of the 
bills down and the character of the work up. 
--------- o------------ 
HOW DID RUSH COUNTY SHARE? 
Surely the farmers in Rush county were bet­ 
ter off when they figured up their business at 
the end of 1927, or else the figures as compiled 
by the United States Department of Agriculture 
are misleading. 
Of all of the crops in the United 
States, 
there were substantial gains listed. 
This crop 
report showed an increase of 8 per cent over the 
preceding year, and in 1927 amounted to $8 ,428 ,- 
626,000. 
In the list are ten crops which are outstand­ 
ing in Rush county, and all of them showed an 
increase. 
These crops 
are listed as follows: 
Corn, $265,268 ,000 gain; wheat $94,055,000 gain; 
rye $15,921,000 gain; hay $6,046,000 gain; clover 
seed $13,604,000 gain; soy beans $1,717,000 gain; 
tobacco $29,8 34,000 gain; apples $19,8 33,000 gain; 
potatoes $3,757,000 gain and tomatoes $1,257,- 
000 gain. 
These ten crops amounted to a gain of $471,- 
292,000 in 1927 over 1926. Figuring 2,000 counties 
in the United States in which those ten crops 
are found, it gives Rush county a share of $250,- 
0U0 gain for the year. 
With these figures available, surely Rush 
county shared in that profit, and if tjiose figures 
are true, then the farmers in Rush county should 
have gained a quarter of a million dollars in 
their crops last year, over the preceding year. 


The government 
may mak e it a point to 
place the new federal postoffice for Rushville as 
near as possible to the depots, but what is the 
idea of that? 
The trains are getting so 
they 
don’t carry the mail anymore.

WRIGHT’S FIRST PLANE 
(Muncie Star) 
Announcement 
that 
the 
Wright biplane which made the 
epochal flight at Kitty Hawk , N. 
C., in 1903 has been shipped to 
the British^ National Museum at 
London, wliere it will be piacea 
on exhibition for an indefinite 
period, indicates 
that 
Orville 
Wright is still in high dudgeon 
ever a fancied 
slur 
by 
the 
Smithsonian Institution. 
The 
plane is said to have left 
the 
Wright laboratory at - Dayton 
last week en route to England, 
the shipment being 
shrouded 
with much secrecy. It Will 
re­ 
main in the London museum at 
least a year, although the origi­ 
nal contract called for a stay of 
six years. 
About two years ago 
Orville 
Wright planned to present the 
plane to the Smithsonian Insti­ 
tution at Washington for 
per­ 
manent exhibition purposes. 
A 
controversy arose with officials 
of the institution over the prop­ 
er designation of 
the 
pioneer 
heavier-than-air craft. The in­ 
ventor objected to a tag which 
had been placed on the Langley 
plane, already occupying a place 
in the museum, which described 
it as "the first plane to mak e a 
successful flight.” 
Wright 
de­ 
manded that the museum offic­ 
ials change the wording on the 
Langley tag and when they re­ 
fused he announced an inten­ 
tion to ship his own craft 
to 
England. 
It is unfortunate that the fa­ 
mous airplane inventor, who has 
contributed so much 
to 
the 
j science of aviation and has been 


j honored by grateful countrymen, 
should display such an outburst 
o t temperament. His 
actio ns 


have displayed a 
pettiness 
ot 
spirit not in. k eeping with the 
unselfishness of true 
scientist. 
Langley reaped more 
derision 
than praise for his experiments 
with heavier-than-air craft. To 
the younger generation his name 
is almost unk nown. His contri­ 
bution to aviation, however, jus­ 
tifies the honor that has been 
paid his memory by the Sm ith­ 
sonian Institution. Mr, Wright 
should be Jbroadminded enough 
not to quibble over the wording 
of a tag. After he has sulk ed for 
a year or more, he may decide 
to present the craft to the na­ 
tional museum at 
Washington 
where it belongs.

Overlooking th e projected me­ 
morial is th e ground wh ich will 
be broken sh ortly for th e Lincoln 
and Lee University campus. 
Ex ecutives of Lincoln and Lee 
University are seeking congres­ 
sional support for a sh rine 
in 
th e form 
of an 
amph ith eater 
th at will sy mbolize th e nation’s 
oneness. Th ey desire th at Con­ 
gress build or aid financially th e 
construction of a memorial 
in 
wh ich th e body of an unknown 
Confederate soldier and th e body 
of an unknown Union 
soldier 
from Civil War battlefields would 
be buried side by side. 
Th e board of trustees of Lin­ 
coln and Lee, a non-sectarian in­ 
stitution 
h aving 
Protestants, 
Jewrs and Cath olics on its board, 
h as endorsed a movement moti­ 
vated by patriotic societies 
for

“to 
commemorate th e valor of th e

SHOULD EXTEND JACKSON BTUBT 
The city council Tuesday night rescinded 


.heir order lor paving Jackson street north to 
Eleventh street, with the big obstacle in the plan 
being a brick house which stands in the way 
of opening the street between Third and Fourth 
streets. 


While the paving plan along this street was 


no doubt a good one, the idea to open the street 
..ru through traffic was still a better plan, and 
tne matter of a house standing in the way should 
not present such a big problem. 


The council was faced with a much larger 


problem 
when 
they undertook to 
enclose 


Hodges Branch as a sewer ,and this was accom- 
plished in a most excellent and satisfactory 
manner. 


There is no north and south street after one 


leaves Harrison street, until Sexton street. The 
portion of Sexton street, north of Third street, is 
in a terrible condition the year around, and pro- 
vides a poor means of spanning the gap, so that 
really Arthur street is the first through street 
north. 


If Jackson street was extended through, as 


it had originally been planned, then something 
worth while would have 
been accomplished. 


There is a -need for a north and south street 
at soms point, within that distance from Harri- 
son street to Arthur street. 
" As to paving Jackson street ,if the council 
this year only went so far as to obtain an open- 
ing, the paving could come at some later date, 
or when the people demanded it. Surely the 
people of Rushviite would not stand back upon 
spending a small sum of money to obtain a 
through street at this point, and there is no 
question hut what the people living north on 
Jackson street and other points, would ap- 
preciate the convenience of being able to have a 
direct routs, instead of a long detour. 


WE GO OVER THE AIR 


There is little question but what people all 


over the raiddlewest and other parts of the 
United States too. learned Wednesday night that 
Rush county has a prominent part on this earth. 


There is no way of estimating how many 


people were reached during the broadcasting of 
the Rush county program over WLW at Cin- 
cinnati during the one hour that the local talent 
was on the air. 


After each number was rendered, the listen-

FLOOD PREVENTION COSTS 


There can be no question of the sincerity 


the sympathy of the people of the United States 
for their fellow citizens who suffered by reason 
of the ravages of the Mississippi flood*. But 
there is great and serious danger of this sym- 
pathy being dissipated if the Southern leaden 
in Congress persist in their demand that the 
federal treasury meet the full one-hundred per 
cent of the cost for the correction of this, dan

The President and his advisors hare 
an allotment of costs so that eighty per cent wil 
be borne by the federal government and twenty 
per cent by the local communities. 
The ratio 


certainly does not seem to impose a particular 
hardship on the territory in question. 


By dividing the costs it can be said now that 


the work will be done more effectively and more 
economically. 
Where the Federal Treasury 


meets the bill, there is an unfortunate and yel 
undeniable temptation to spend to the limit, and 
there is a consequent slackening of the local de- 
sire to control and direct. Where, however, it is 
divided, and the local communities are called 
upon to meet one-fifth of the cost, there need be 
no fear of lack of local self-appointed auditors 
and inspectors whose activities may be annoy 
ing at times, but whose very persistence will still 
have a salutary effect in keeping the total of the 
bills down and the character of the work up.

HOW BID RUSH COUNTY SHARE? 


Surely the farmers in Rush county were bet- 


ter off when they figured up their business a( 
the end of 1927, or else the figures as compiled 
by the United States Department of Agriculture 
are misleading. 


Of all of the crops in the United States, 


there were substantial gains listed. This crop 
report showed an increase of 8 per cent over the 
preceding year, and in 1927 amounted to $8,423,- 
626,000. 


In the list are ten crops which are outstand- 


ing in Rush county, and all of them showed an 
increase. 
These crops are listed as follows: 


Corn, $265,268,000 gain; wheat $94,055,000 gain; 
rye $15,921,000 gain; hay $6,046,000 gain; clover 
seed $13,604,000 gain; soy beans $1,717,000 gain; 
tobacco $25,834,000 gain; apples $19,833,000 gain; 
potatoes $3,757,000 gain and tomatoes $1,257,- 
000 gain. 


These ten crops amounted to a gain of $471,- 


292,000 in 1927 over 1926. Figuring 2,000 counties 
in the United States in which those ten crops 
arc found, it gives Rush county a share of $250,- 
000 gain for the year. 


With these figures available, surely Rush 


county shared in that profit, and if those figures 
are true, then the farmers in Rush county should 
have gained a quarter of a million dollars in 
their crops last year, over the preceding year. 


Ths government may make it a point to 


place the new federal postoffice for Rushville as 
near as possible to the depots, but what is the 
idea of that? The trains are getting so they 
don't carry the mail anymore. 


With those new cement crossings ordered 


for the railroads in Rushville, probably the B. & 
O. will know now that such a town does exist 
along their line. 


Governor Jackson, ,who formerly was judge

Executives of Lincoln and Lee 


University Are seeking congres- 
sional support for a shrine in 
the form of an amphtthftatfr 
that will symbolize the nation's 
oneness. They desire that Con- 
gress build or aid financially the 
construction of a memorial to 
which the body of-an unknown 
Confederate soldier and the body 
of an unknown Union soldier 
from Civil War battlefields would 
be buried side by side. 


The board of trustees of Lin- 


coln and Lee, a non-sectarian in- 
stitution 
having Protestants, 


Jews and Catholics on its board 
has endorsed a movement moti- 
vated by patriotic societies for 
the building of a shrine "to 
commemorate the valor of the 
soldiers of the north and south, 
and to evidence the complete 
reunion of all parts of the coun- 
try." 
- 


Declaring Kansas City4n for- 


mer border territory, is practi- 
cally the geographical center of 
the United States, the board has 
tendered a location upon the 
university campus on the line di- 
viding the States of Kansas and 
Missouri. 


In a resolution to that effect, 


the board pointed out the signi- 
ficance of the university's title, 
saying the name Lincoln typifies 
the North, and Lee that of -the 
beloved Southerner." 


Bishop E. L. Waldorf, president 


of the board, said governors of 
both Kansas and Missouri and 
congressmen -from both states 
have promised support, of the 
project, in addition to that of- 
fered by city officials, the feder- 
ated churches, civic organiza- 
tions and the chamber of com- 
merce. Congress probably will 
not be asked to aid until work 
is started upon the school's ad- 
ministration 'building, Bishop 
Waldorf explained.
